If great Men, when they fall out, wou d 
ſhew their Oppoſition to each other, in ſtriving

with Eaſe, had it not been for the Deſection, 


which happen'd afterwards ;, and a Man, who 
pretended to be a Patriot, eſpecially. if he had 
conſider d the Arguments in the Paper entrufted 
with, him, woud never have ſcrupl'd to join
